It  will  "be  noted  that  the  Death  Rate  is  higher  than 
that  for  the  whole  of  the  country.  47.6%  Of  the  deaths 
were  of  people  over  the  age  of  70  years,  including  20% 
of  persons  over  the  age  of  80  years. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  considerably  higher 
than  that  for  the  whole  country.  Of  the  seven  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year,  four  or  57%  .were  due  bo 
Congenital  Malformation,  an  extremely  high  proportion.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

One  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  notified.  There  were 
three  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

The  arrangements  for  hospital  treatment , which  were 
made  by  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  are  now 
made  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,0  but  there  is  still 
the  same  delay  in  admission  of  patients,  owing  to  the 
lack  of  nursing  staff. 

The  County  Council  are  no  longer  responsible  for  the 
working  of  the  scheme  for  allowances  to  dependents  of 
tuberculous  patients,  which  is  now  undertaken  by  the 
National  Assistance  Board. 


IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA . 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  by  the  local  Doctors,  and 
payment  is  made  by  the  County  Council.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  piped  water  supply  is  not  yet  sufficient  for  the 
needs  of  the  area.  A scheme  to  remedy  the  deficiency  of 
water,  and  replace  small  unsatisfactory  supxjlies  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  approval. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE . 

No  new  works  were  carried  out  during  1948.  An  ex- 
tension to  the  Cilgerran  Sewer  is  under  consideration. 

A sewerage  scheme  for  Crymmych  was  approved  in 
principle  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  in  1948,  but  the 
work  has  not  yet  started. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 


All  refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  open  carts 
and  lorries,  and  disposed  of  in  the  various  areas  by  un- 
controlled tipping.  The  purchase  of  a properly  covered 
vehicle  to  collect  the  refuse  of  the  whole  area  is  worth 
consideration. 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  in  nine  villages,  and 
fortnightly  in  six  smaller  areas. 


HOUSING. 

Twelve  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  in  1948? 
four  at  Llanfyrnach,  and  eight  at  Dinas  Cross. 

These  provide  homes  for  six  agricultural  workers,  one 
ancillary  worker,  and  five  non-agricultural  workers. 


FOOD. 


Forty  inspections  of  food  shops  were  made  by  your 
Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year. 

Small  quantities  of  food  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
including  51  lbs.  Bacon,  17!  lbs.  Beef,  and  9 tins  of 
Danish  Pork,  were  surrendered,  and  buried.
